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LYME Regis escaped the worst of Storm 
Desmond as it swept across the UK over 
the weekend. 

While some areas of the country were left se¬ 
verely flooded by the first major storm of winter, 
Lyme Regis remained largely undamaged and the 
historic Cobb wall, which had to undergo repairs 
following ferocious storms in February 2014, 
stood up against the huge waves and strong winds. 

However, wave-watchers were once again dicing 
with death on the Cobb. The picture above, sur¬ 
prisingly taken at low tide by award-winning Lyme 
Regis photographer Richard Austin, shows another 
snapper stood on the Granny’s Teeth steps, keen to 
get a close-up shot of the dramatic sea. 

Harbour staff have once again warned people not 
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to put their lives at risk, and the lives of others, by 
walking along the Cobb in dangerous weather con¬ 
ditions. 

Deputy harbourmaster Mike Higgs said: “There 
are signs warning people of the dangers when they 
go on the high wall but we can’t stop people. We 
just ask that they use their common sense. 

“If a big wave was to come over the Cobb, it 
could cause serious injury or knock you straight 
off the wall.” 

Mr Higgs added that Lyme had avoided the worst 
of Storm Desmond and that no damage was re¬ 
ported at the harbour.

• HOW did you first get into fitness and exercis¬ 
ing? 

As an ex-serviceman, being active has always been 
in my blood and I have always been an active gym 
and sports club member wherever I have lived. 

• TELL us a little about your career back¬ 
ground... 

After leaving the Royal Air Force I spent the best part 
of 20 years in various managerial roles with compa¬ 
nies such as American Express, Prudential, HSBC and 
AXA. When we moved in 2007 I decided I wanted 
to set up a business of my own so launched Mill- 
stock Lettings, which my wife still runs today. I then 
took a business in Devon through a management 
buy-out in 2011 and remained the CEO of that busi¬ 
ness until early 2014 when the time came to realise 
my true dream of running my own health club. 

• YOU opted for a career change and qualified 
as a personal trainer - what inspired you to do 
this?

We also 
offer body metric testing to 
help people understand 
more about their body 
composition than just 
weight alone and we offer 
nutritional guidance as diet 
is so important. 

• YOU'RE also a qualified nutritional advisor - 
how important is it to consider what you're eat¬ 
ing as well as an exercise regime? 

Diet plays a huge part and goes hand in hand with 
a good exercise programme. I'm not a fan of diets as 
they are too short term and not necessarily healthy.

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Council offers support to proposal 
for new and improved town signage 


LYME Regis Town Council has offered 
its initial support to a new signage 
scheme to improve information available 
to visitors and promote local businesses. 

The council offered its support in principle to the 
suggestion of new signage, which could cost 
£35,000, at last week’s Tourism & Economic De¬ 
velopment Committee. 

Tony Colston, chairman of Lyme Regis Business 
Group and owner of By The Bay restaurant, gave 
a report to council outlining the scheme, which 
was first proposed in 2013 but not taken forward. 

The new signage scheme would include updating 
the existing town map and creating four colour- 
coded areas within the town, including the Cobb, 
the seafront. Broad Street, and the Town Mill and 
Coombe Street. 

A main map showing all areas of the town would 
be on display at car parks and park and ride sites, 
as well as at the Jubilee Pavilion on Marine Parade, 
and area maps would be displayed in each colour- 
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coded zone. 

All maps would be designed to carry advertising 
from local businesses, which could create a yearly 
revenue between £8,400 and £26,700. 

The project is expected to cost £35,000, but it is 
thought this could be made back within 36 months 
through advertising. 

In his report linking to the proposal, deputy town 
clerk Mark Green said: “The group is optimistic 
that the delivery of the project can be fully funded 
through local sponsorship and advertising and will 
only approach the council about the possibility of 
agreeing to underwrite any unfunded costs if no 
other sources of funding can be secured. 

“The council would have to consider any request 
for either a loan or the underwriting of costs based 
on the individual merits of that approach if and 
when the business group

A SCHOOL governor has 
paid tribute to head¬ 
mistress of St Michael's 
Primary School in Lyme 
Regis, Annabelle Grose, 
who will be moving on 
to her next post after 
Christmas.

make such a request.” 

Mr Green added that 
improved signage was 
not one of the council’s 
chosen objectives for 
the next four years, but 
this did not prevent the 
council from offering its 
support to the project on 
the basis that it is deliv¬ 


ered by the business group or that any funding 
given is reimbursed. 

The proposal also included suggestions to help 
tidy up existing signage around the town, including 
restricting the use of signage to one A-board or 
similar per business on Marine Parade, the Cart 
Road, Silver Street, Broad Street, Coombe Street 
and Church Street. Requests for additional boards 
could be made to the council. 

It was also suggested that the “unsightly con¬ 
glomeration” of boards outside the former Three 
Cups Hotel be removed and the area kept clear in 
future. 

Mr Colston’s proposal also suggested consolidat¬ 
ing parking instructions in car parks and removing 
“car park full” signs where used around the town, 
as information on these were not kept current and 
was “confusing and likely to drive visitors away” 

The committee supported the proposal in princi¬ 
ple and Mr Colston is now expected to return to 
the Tourism & Economic Development Committee 
with more information, including costs and how 
the business group proposes to underwrite those 
costs. 

He also said that he was intending to scale the 
proposal down to bite-size chunks and possibly 
taking it on in three phases.

Council expected to defer 
decision on major grants 


COUNCIL officers are recom¬ 
mending that the allocation 
of major grants to Lyme 
Regis organisations is de¬ 
ferred until early next year to 
allow more groups to apply 
for funding. 

Town councillors were tonight 
(Wednesday) expected to allocate 
grants to organisations which al¬ 
ready receive funding to the total of 
£85,000 from the council each year, 
following reports on their progress. 
However, in his report to members 
town clerk John Wright points out a 
"flaw" in this process; the council 
had only received updates from or¬ 
ganisations which already receive 
major grants and hasn't sought ap¬ 
plications from others which may 
wish to apply for a major grant. 

The town council currently hands 
out £32,000 to Lyme Arts Commu¬ 
nity Trust, which runs the Marine 
Theatre; £25,000 to Woodmead 
Halls; £13,500 to LymeForward and

£10,000 to The Hub each year. It 
also granted £5,000 to B Sharp last 
year. 

The town clerk has now recom¬ 
mended deferring the decision¬ 
making on whether to continue 
with these grants until the end of 
February 2016, allowing the council 
time to seek further applications 
from other local organisations. 

These major grants are separate 
from the council's annual minor 
grants process, in which organisa¬ 
tions can apply for up to £3,000. 

For both minor and major grants 
next year, the council has a total 
budget of £124,000 and members 
are also expected tonight to decide 
how to split this between minor 
and major grants. 

They are also expected to set the 
council's overall budget for the 
coming financial year, which in¬ 
cludes the precept.

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Marine's Clemmie wins national 
award for her directing work 


NEW artistic director at the Marine Theatre in 
Lyme Regis, Clemmie Reynolds, has won a na¬ 
tional award for her directing work. 

Between 2013-15, Clemmie commissioned, 
produced and directed "Muscovado", a play 
about life on a sugar plantation in 19th century 
Barbados, inspired by her family's history.

"Muscovado" was named the winner at an 
awards ceremony at the National Theatre in Lon¬ 
don last Friday, presented by artistic director 
Rufus Norris, alongside the Royal Court's Liberian 
Girl and Mustapha Matura's Play Mas.

A BEQUEST from the es¬ 
tate of late Lyme Regis 
residents Irene Booth and 
Jean Heppenstall has 
been used to improve fa¬ 
cilities at the Marine The¬ 
atre, where they both 
volunteered and per¬ 
formed. 

Irene and Jean were in¬ 
separable friends who had 
shared a house in Lyme 
Regis since the early 
1970s. They gave freely 
of their time to help oth¬ 
ers, especially in the thes- 
pian world, and many are 
in their gratitude for the 
fun they imparted and the 
experience and confi¬ 
dence they engendered. 

Irene was the daughter 
of a butler’s family. She 
was evacuated from 
Clapham at the beginning 
of the war to find herself 
a pupil throughout the conflict at Eton College - un¬ 
usual for a girl. 

She became a technical draughtswoman at Lagonda 
Motors, later Aston-Martin in Feltham, again unusual 
for a girl in those days. Irene played violin in the local 
orchestra, but above all was a cricketer, opening bat 
for Middlesex ladies and for south of England ladies. 

Jean was the daughter of a postman and special con¬ 
stable from Scarborough, and was a well- trained 
singer in her school days, becoming a Methodist lay- 
preacher at age 21, also unusual for a girl. She had a 
wonderful contralto voice in the mould of Ferrier and 
Baker. 

Tiring of administrative jobs in her hometown, she 
sought a change in London and joined a company on 
tour with Ivor Novello’s “The Dancing Years” as un¬ 
derstudy for the principal, Olive Gilbert, a well-known 
singer of the day. 

However, the touring life did not suit her and after 
one season she returned to more normal employment 
as a store detective, traffic warden and later with the 
Girl Guides Association. 

Having met through cricket, Irene and Jean made the 
break from London to Lyme, Jean to run a chauffeuse 
service and Irene continuing her specialised drafting 


work freelance from home. Their great pleasures were 
their garden, with Irene’s inherited green-fingers and 
their walking holidays in the Lake District, as wit¬ 
nessed by their well-thumbed collection of Wain- 
wright’s Guides. 

However, it was their enthusiasm and dedication to 
the Lyme Regis Community Players and the vocal and 
musical coaching provided by Jean, as well as the re¬ 
freshments dispensed by Irene, for which they are most 
fondly remembered, especially at the Marine Theatre. 

A bequest from their estate was donated to the Ma¬ 
rine from Irene’s nephew, Nigel Press, and was used 
to purchase CCTV equipment for the backstage area, 
meaning productions on the stage can now be viewed 
by those backstage. 

A special tea was held at the theatre to receive the 
donation, attended by representatives of Lyme’s ama¬ 
teur dramatic societies, many of whom worked along¬ 
side Jean and Irene. 

Mr Press said: “They would be particularly pleased, 
indeed ‘tickled pink’ to think that a bequest from their 
estate is being used as a small gesture to help ensure 
that such opportunities and facilities continue to be 
available locally.”

Public First petition gains 6,000 signatures 
in favour of system change at West Dorset

THE Public First petition, which hopes to 
see West Dorset District Council’s Cabi¬ 
net system changed to a “more demo¬ 
cratic” committee system, has gained 
more than 6,000 signatures. 

A total of 4,069 validated signatures are 
required to call a referendum on a change 
of governing system at the district coun¬ 
cil. 

John Grantham, petition organiser, said: 
“The hunger among the public to move 
away from the elitist Cabinet system, and 
back to a broader-based committee sys¬ 
tem, is strong. 

“If we do achieve a referendum the fu¬ 
ture is very bright. Our supporters, and we 
believe the public of West Dorset gener¬ 
ally, don’t seem now to relish narrow 
local party politics, but want more open¬ 
ness and democracy. People want their 
councillors to be able to look at each issue 
with an open mind, assimilate different 
points of view, and come to their own rea¬ 
soned conclusion. 

“They don’t seem to want local govern¬ 
ment led by just seven people who are all 
from the same party, which itself didn’t 
achieve a majority of the votes cast at the 
last local election. That’s not the sort of 
democracy most people want to be oper¬ 
ating from Lyme Regis up to Sherborne. 

“So reversion to the committee system 
(after a validation of the petition and a 
successful referendum) will: 

“1) Will result in dissolution of the Cab¬ 
inet system, and ensure every district 
councillor elected will have a policy-mak¬ 
ing role in the council, enabling varied 


and different ideas to be introduced into 
the mix at an early stage. Wistfully, one 
asks, would the Charles Street ‘om¬ 
nishambles’ have been avoided if the very 
different views of many councillors not in 
the Cabinet had been given real promi¬ 
nence, and been fully debated, at an early 
stage? 

“2) Additionally a broader based com¬ 
mittee structure, by breaking down barri¬ 
ers and promoting more team-work 
among councillors of differing view¬ 
points in various committees, might also 
encourage more members of the public to 
decide to stand for election. 


“3) And with fresh councillors and fresh 
ideas in a positive council chamber set¬ 
ting, the public itself could begin to be¬ 
come more interested and involved? 

“WDDC will announce the result of the 
petition before Christmas. If it is vali¬ 
dated, we and they agree that the ideal 
date for any referendum would be May 
5th 2016, to coincide with the police com¬ 
missioner’s election day. 

“It’s a long-overdue, but exciting 
prospect for greater democracy in West 
Dorset, and it has nothing to do with party 
politics, just the system.”

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Former Lyme man makes presentation to his jazz hero 


AS a music loving 16-year-old from 
Lyme Regis, Ian McKenzie played a tea 
chest bass at the Civic Hall, Exeter, on the 
same bill as the Chris Barber band in 
1957. 

Then a teenager with flair on a G string, 
he was in great awe of the legendary 
jazzman. And now, as Exmouth resident 
Doctor Ian McKenzie, he was able to 
make a prestigious trophy presentation to 
his hero Chris Barber, the pioneer of jazz, 
gospel and blues in n the UK, at a cere¬ 
mony in the Concorde Club, Eastney, 
Southampton, last Wednesday. 

Ian did the honours on behalf of the 
British Blues Awards, having personally 
nominated the famous musician in recog¬ 
nition of his role in promoting blues 
music in Britain. 


“I feel greatly honoured,” said Ian. 

“Little did I think all those years ago 
when I was in the Lyme Bay Skiffle 
Group in that concert in Exeter that I 
would be so privileged. 

“It was a great thrill. I think Barber, who 
is still active in the music scene, is fabu¬ 
lous. He remains a great force in the 
world of jazz and blues, and it is only fit¬ 
ting that he should receive an award to 
record his achievements in perpetuity.” 

Ian, who went to Lyme Regis Grammar 
School (now the Woodroffe School), had 
a brilliant career in the Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice Force, reaching the rank of Superin¬ 
tendent. He later became principal 
lecturer in criminology at Portsmouth 
University. 

An accomplished guitarist and vocalist,

he is an acclaimed authority on jazz and 
blues and is a DJ on two international 
radio stations. A founder member of the 
Independent Blues Broadcasters’Associ¬ 
ation, he is also editor of Blues in the 
South. 

Barber, a trombonist and bass player, 
triggered the skiffle craze in Britain in the 
1950s, with Lonnie Donegan featuring on 
banjo, and had a Transatlantic hit, “Rock 
Island Line”, with Beryl Bryden on 
washboard. 

Hundreds of mainly amateur skiffle 
groups were formed all over the country. 
The Beatles and Mick Jagger and many 
other top performers developed from 
their ranks. 

In the 1960s, Barber was principal or¬ 
ganiser of the first UK tour of blues 
artists, featuring the 
great exponents, includ¬ 
ing the legendary Big 
Bill Broonzie and 
Sonny Terry and

ST Michael's Primary School is encouraging peo¬ 
ple to help raise vital funds for the pupils by hav¬ 
ing a Christmas clear-out in their homes.

"This fundraising programme recycles old and 
unwanted clothing and turns it into cash for the 
school. 

"We ran this event last year and it was very suc¬ 
cessful, raising over £100. 

"This is the perfect time for people to clear out 
their unwanted textiles in time for Christmas and 
help local schoolchildren in the process. 


"We're currently fundraising for laptops for the 
pupils so we hope the community will really get 
behind this appeal." 

With the growing emphasis on teaching chil¬ 
dren howto reduce, re-use and recycle,"Phil the 
Bag" will also help to demonstrate to pupils the 
significance of textile recycling, reducing landfill, 
and re-using on both a local and global scale.

FENSA 
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Writer publishes poetry collection based in Lyme 


A FORMER Lyme Regis resident has just had her 
second collection of poetry published in the 
form of a poetry pamphlet. 

Louisa Adjoa Parker was one of four winners of 
the Cinnamon Press Poetry Pamphlet Competi¬ 
tion 2015 to have their pamphlets printed, with 
hers named Blinking in the Light. 

Ian Gregson, the competition adjudicator, de¬ 
scribed the pamphlet as "a collection of confes¬ 
sional poems which, in starkly telling a story 
about a fraught pregnancy and the suicide of a 
man very close to the speaker's family, evokes 
with powerful images and unadorned language 
a raw sense of contemporary life." 

The poems are about a difficult year in Louisa's 
life - 1994 - and are set in Lyme Regis, where she 
lived at the time. 

Louisa (pictured right) said: "Writing about 
what happened has helped me to come to terms 
with the traumatic events, and to let them go. I 
have lots of memories of life in Lyme Regis; some 
good and some bad. For me it is a place filled 
with darkness and light, a place of beauty and 
sadness. It will, however, always have a place in 
my heart." 

Louisa, who now lives in Dorchester, is of 
Ghanaian and White English heritage. She origi¬ 
nally began writing poetry to talk about her ex¬ 
periences of racism as a child and young woman. 

"I was born in the 1970s. Britain was an openly 
racist country back then," she said. 

"I realised I had a lot to say on the matter, and 
had not previously had an avenue to express my 
experiences. 

"I have lived in the West Country for 30 years, 
and the majority of my friends have been white, 
so racism is not something they can relate to on 
a personal level. 

"I also write about other themes which are im¬ 
portant to me - parenthood and life as a single 


parent, place, home, belonging, 
love and loss." 

This is the second time Louisa 
has been published by Cinna¬ 
mon Press; her first collection, 

Salt-sweat and Tears, now out of 
print, was published in 2007. 

The book was critically ac¬ 
claimed by the likes of poet Se- 
lima Hill, who commented: 

"Louisa Adjoa Parker writes like 
a fire blazes... brutal and cool; 
sparks fly... She writes like a 
dream, but a dream that will not 
let you go; that's ruthless and 
painful and crystal clear." 

Louisa also writes fiction, and 
her poetry and prose have been 
published in various antholo¬ 
gies, journals and online, includ¬ 
ing Wasafiri, Envoi and Out of 
Bounds: British Black and Asian 
poets. She has recently had a 
short story called Breaking Glass, 
also set in Lyme Regis, pub¬ 
lished in an anthology called 
Closure: Contemporary Black 
British Short Stories, the first collection of its kind 
for 15 years. 

She is currently working on two novels, one of 
which was long-listed by the Mslexia Novel Com¬ 
petition. Louisa has also been shortlisted by the 
Bridport Prize, and highly commended by the 
Forward Prize. 

As well as creative writing, Louisa has written 
various exhibitions and books exploring multi¬ 
cultural Dorset, including Dorset's Hidden Histo¬ 
ries and All Different, All Dorset. She has 
performed her work widely across the South 
West, and delivered many creative writing work¬ 



shops in schools, colleges, Universities and pris¬ 
ons. 

Louisa will be holding several launch events 
where she will be performing her work. The 
Lyme Regis launch will take place at Lyme Regis 
Library on February 12th 2016 at 7pm. For fur¬ 
ther information contact the library.

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Inheritance Claims on the Rise? 

There appears to have been in recent years a steady increase in claims under the Inheritance (Provision for 
Family and Dependants) Act 1975. This might in part be attributed to the fragmentation of families but also 
to the dramatic increase in property prices over the last few years. 

The matter was recently brought to public attention in the case of Hot v Mitson. In this case the deceased left the 
majority of her net estate to three charities having made no provision whatsoever for her adult daughter from whom she 
had been estranged for some 30 years. The deceased had been clear in her wishes to disinherit her daughter and had 
left a letter to her Executors to re-enforce her intention. 

Nevertheless the daughter succeeded on appeal and was awarded £164,000 from the deceased's estate. 

Whilst it is of course clear that a parent is under no obligation to leave anything to children under the terms of their Will, 
it is open for children to bring a claim under the provisions of the 1975 Act on grounds that the deceased failed to make 
reasonable provision for them. 

The right extends not just to children but also to surviving wife/husband, co-habitees, stepchildren or anyone having been 
maintained by the deceased. 

In determining such a claim, the Court will have regard to factors such as the respective resources of the claimant as well 
as the Will beneficiaries, the size and nature of the estate of the deceased and any other matter including conduct which 
the Court may regard as relevant. 

Whilst therefore it is always advisable to have a Will to distribute your estate as you so wish there is the possibility that 
your wishes may ultimately be overridden as happened in the Ilot case.

Grayson, Christine's husband added:"lt 
costs over £6million to run Hospiscare 
each year but now I (and my family) have 
access to expert nursing care, advice and 
support 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. 
And it's free at the point of delivery." 

The Seaton Friends team is one of Hos- 
piscare's 11 outreach services and re¬ 
ceives financial support from Seaton & 
District Hospital League of Friends. 

Christine said she has been spreading 
the news about the team to everyone 
she meets. 

"When one of my neighbours said that 
we should do something to raise funds, 
within minutes the idea of a Christmas 


Market was launched and within a day 
the hall had been booked and people 
were pledging donations for a raffle, 
promising to make cakes and other 
Christmassy items. I couldn't believe how 
quickly people came together for such a 
good cause."

NEWS FROM LYME REGIS MEDICAL CENTRE 

A regular column by Hazel Read, Patient Participation Group 


THE Patient Participation Group (PPG) 
recently held their last meeting of the 
year. It was a well attended meeting 
and many issues were discussed. 

We have a new full time GP, Dr 
William Wilson, joining the practice in 
December, starting his induction 
course during the Christmas period. 
It is hoped a further GP will be in 
place in the New Year to replace Dr 
Batten. 

Unfortunately, recruitment of per¬ 
manent GPs has become a nation¬ 
wide problem, with GPs now 
responsible for commissioning and 
extra pressure on them with addi¬ 
tional work outside patient appoint¬ 
ments, resulting in many doctors 
preferring to work as locums. 

It was explained that we need to 
make the best use of all the services 
available; the nurse practitioner who 
has 20 minute appointment slots, or 
the nurses who can make referrals to 
a GP if needed, or possibly try phar¬ 
macy for advice. 

As a result of the inspection by the 
Clinical Quality Care Group, the role 
of the nurse-led Minor Injuries Unit 
(MIU) is being clarified. The MIU is 
specifically for the criteria of minor in¬ 
jury, in an emergency situation the 
patients will be directed to the near¬ 
est A&E for treatment. Out of GP 
opening hours, patients suffering 
from minor ailments or conditions re¬ 
quiring to be seen in a GP practice, 
would be advised to use the NHS 111 
service. 

Currently, the MIU is being sup¬ 
ported by an advanced nurse practi¬ 
tioner in emergency care whilst 
discussions are underway. A full copy 
of the report will be put on the no- 
ticeboard in due course. 

It is now possible to make a double 


appointment with a GP if required, for 
those patients who have chronic 
problems. Timed telephone slots are 
available for telephone consultations. 

Self-referrals for musculoskeletal 
problems for physiotherapy appoint¬ 
ments are going well. Forms are avail¬ 
able from reception. 

A representative from the Clinical 
Care Commissioning Group, Elise Rip¬ 
ley, was a guest speaker. She briefly 
went through the minutes of the 
meeting held on September 21st, 
which was chaired by Dr Forbes Wat¬ 
son regarding "Future Healthcare in 
Dorset". Discussion was around six to 
seven GP Community Hubs to be set 
up around Dorset, in which Lyme 
would be served by a hub at Bridport 
Hospital. There will be a visiting and 
an out of hours service but initially 
Bridport is likely to provide seven day 
week urgent care, which will prevent 
the need for travelling further to 
Dorchester Hospital. 

An emergency care centre may be 
based in Poole or Bournemouth and 
staffed by specialists 24/7. The full 
paper is available online at www.ly- 
meforward.co.uk 

Patient feedback forms, which are 
available from reception, are 
recorded. Each month an action is 
completed on this feedback, resulting 
in a handrail being fitted outside 
leading to the physiotherapy depart¬ 
ment. Feedback can be made online, 
via text, paper or telephone. 

The medical centre has pledged to 
join the Health Pledge Scheme and 
plans are in progress relating to this. 
Please watch this space for more de¬ 
tails in our next issue.
